A Pii.fjitiMa rnrMiftKm.— Among the distin- 
guishMl foreign travellers at present in this coun- 
try ii RklMrO Rurton. fret] known as the Pilgrim 
to Mecca and Medina. The London correspond- 
ent «.f the New York Times soya that he made 
Ihis pilgrimage acme three hundred miles iu l.i nd 
from the eastern coast, where no European had 
ever penetrated before, alone, in the guise of an 
Aral-, Rod prescribed medicine for the Sultan, 
who, fortunately for him, was a "sick man, like 
ihe grander potentate who liears (hat title. Ilur- 
l"ti liad a Colt s revolver under his rolie, and would 
have shot Ihe Sultan bad he observed anv signs 
of his own condemnation. This extraordinary 
man is a great linguist, and cm speak at least 
twenty languages. In the Persian ami Arabic 
he has passed for a native. Besides this, he is an 
astrologer and a necromancer; one of the l»est 
iwWfemon, as well as bhots in the world. When 
lie performed Ihe pilgrimage to the tomb of the 
Prophet, he left I^ondon as an Oriental, under (he 
name of Mirz.i AMullah, and Ihe secret was only 
known lo two persons on board of the Peninsular 
and Oriental Company's steamer. Capt. Burton's 
late father was a clergyman at Bath, of very- 
strict views, named Nov. Joseph Burton. It la 
Ui be presumed thai he did nol look with approv- 
al on Ids son's pilgrimage in I he guise of a heal hen 
to the shrine of the unMievers' Prophet. When 
< aptaiu Burl on was called on by some aged Sheiks 
for his pedigree, which was duly enrolled on 
p irchmeut, and of which he carried off a copy, be 
-tatcd himself to bo the *>on of Joseph the Allghan. 
Captain Burton was General Beat son's aid-dc- 
esmp when ihe latter organized aud commanded 
the l(asblba/,..uks. He is about Ihirty-six years 
of age, ami was at Oxford, which he left without 
a iegree, to enter the Bombay army. His work 
on Svii.de is highly interesting, as well as his 
Falconry in the Valley of the Indies. He is a 
-plendid Latin t-cholar, and has described some 
curious mailers of bis Kastein experience iu lhat 
language. Altogether, he is ono of the most ex- 
traordinary men of the age.

u sectional candidate and only a sectional can- 
didate. He Urecgonized as such at the North, 
and he is justly denounced as such at the South. 
We all remember, that, in his great content 
with Mr. Douglas in which he so ably sustained 
himself, he assumed and bawDj enforced the 
position that the conflict between the sections 
must necessarily go on until the whole domain 
of the United States shall b^ free territory, or 
the whole slave territory. It was this doctrine, 
which Mr. Seward, sometime afterwards, 
enunciated in a modi tied and somewhat miti- 
gated form in his famous Kochestcr speech, 
which created such a profound sensation 
throughout the Southern portion of the Repub- 
lic. And there is reason to believe that Mr. 
Lincoln still entertains the views to which he 
gave such vehement, utterance in I8. r i8, and 
that they have probably been strengthened and 
rendered even more violent since by the wild 
and powerful and raging parti/an iutluenccs 
by which he is now continually surrounded. 
Mr. Seward is universally recognized ;ls the 
ablest expositor nnd most distinguished em- 
bodiment ol the principles of the party, that 
supports Mr. Lincoln as its candidate, and 
w hen he undertakes to state publicly Mr. L '• 
position his statements may well l»e regarded 
as authentic. Well, hero is a brief extract 
from a sjieech made in Boston by Mr. Seward 
on the 13th inst.: 

What a commentary upon the wisdom of man 
is given in thU single fact, that, fifteen years only 



after the death of John Quincy Adams, the peo- 
ple of the United States, who burled Mm from 
power and from place, are calling to the head of 
the nation, to the very seat from winch l»e was ex- 
pelled, Abraham Lincoln, whose claim to that seat 
is that he confesses the obligation of that liighcr 
law which the Sage of (Juiucv procliimed, and 
that he avows him*elf, for weal or w«.e, for life or 
death, a soldier on the side of freedom in the irre- 
pressible conflict between freedom and slaverv. 
This, gentlemen, is my simple confession. 1 de- 
sire now only to aav to j*ou that ?oe have arrived 
at the laat stage of this eontliet before you reach 
the triumph which is to inaugurate this great 
policy into the Government of the United States. 
You will bear yourselves manfully. It behoovea 
TOO, s lid men of Boston, if yoe are here — and if 
the solid men are not here, then the lighter men 
of Massachusetts — to boat onward and forward, 
lirst in the ranks, the Hag of freedom. 

We call anpn the conservative men of the 
North; thoM who would have peace and har- 
mony restored b» this fearfully agitated Kepub- 
Kc, to mark well these words of the great Free 
Soil Senator. 'Hie country is told that Mr. 
Lincoln's side claim in the estimation of his 
aimpOrtan to the high scat ho aspires to is that 
he confesses his obligation to "the higher law " 
that heaoioi himself bound by an anti-slaverv 
law iu his own soul above the laws and the 
constitution of the United States and indepen- 
dent of them, that he considers himself at lib- 
erty to trample all the statutes of the land and 
the decisions of all the tribunals of tho laud 
under his feel when they are at variance with 
his own private judgment aud sense of right, 
and that he nveam himself, for weal or woe, for 
life or death, a soldier, or in ether words an 
active and professional lighter, in the conflict 
thai must be kept up between freedom and 
slavery uutil the OM or the ether shall be an- 
nihilated throughout the country. If these 
* iews, publicly and laddly ascribed to Abraham 
Lincoln by his own and his party's greatest 
champion, and un«|uestionably in strict keep- 
ing with the diMjriii'.'i put f'»rth by him iu his 
Tilinois - aiupui™, are entertained by him, as 
assuredly there is every reason to believe thev 
arc, we ask whether any conservative- men of 
the North, any who have not yielded them- 
selves utterly up to the control of sectional 
passion, any who look anxidhsly forward for 
brighter and better days for the Republic, can, 
under any circumstances or for any conceiv- 
able reasons, reconcile themselves to his stip- 
jiort. 

But Mr. Lincoln has not left to Mr. Seward 

or to any other distinguished friend or friends 
■ the whole work of npnahlilf. for him at the 
present time. No, he has very recently spoken 
tor himself and he is probably ready to do so 
with his characteristic boldness upon all occa- 
sions. A few nights ago, when a great army 
of his political friends gathered before his honse 
in the city of his residence, he made them a 
brief address, in which he said: 

I am profoundly grateful for this manifestation 
,-<Jf your feetinga. I am gratified because it is a 
tribute which cah be paid to no man. It is a tes- 
timony which, four years hence, you will pav to 
the next man who the representative of the 
truth on the questions which now a^taie the 
public mind. [Cheers]. It is an evidence that 
you will tight lor this cause then, as you now 
light for it, and even stronger than you now 
tight, though I may be dead nnd gone, [(.'beers]. 

These in truth were words of fearful import. 
Wc~have supposed that hundreds of thousands, 
if not a majority, of those who contemplate 
voting for Mr. Lincoln, look forward to his 
election as an event that may terminate the 
unhappy sectional strife that agitates the coun- 
try, or at least contribute to its termination. 
We have hoped that few who arc truly the 
friends of the Union, devoted to its perma- 
nence and its prosperity, arc taking part in the 
agitation with the design or the expectation 
that it shall expend beyond the election and 
inauguration or the next President to disturb 
and threaten the pence of the nation at the end 
of another four years. But such, alas, is the 
expeelation of the Republican candidate for the 
^'residency, and lie prtxlaims it, not in a tone 
of sorrow and regret, but with a shout of un- 
concealed exultation, echoed back by the tri- 
umphant shouts of his myriad hearers./ He 
proclaims in the language of triumph, that, 
four years hence, the Black Republicans of the 
iS'orth. in the midst of such agitations as now 
convulse the public mind, will Ingathering to- 
gether M hail the next Black Republican can- 
didate (OT the Presidency, and he predicts thaj 

yean and yeara hence, when he himself may 
be dead aud gone, they w ill tight on in the 
great sectional eontliet with even more vio- 
lence than they are lighting to-day. 

We beaeeetl you, \) yc eonaervntrve men of 
the North, to mark these things well. Ponder 
deeply the declarations n| the Republican can- 
didate tor the Preaidencr and the declarations 
Of his greatest champion, to sa j nothing of the 
declarations of the numberless fierce and in- 
temperate organs and .nut.'"-; that swppurt him. 
3f you would have peace instead of strit'j and 
rommoti.m reign througho.it the land, if you 
would have a c w tiutry worth living iu and dying 
for, 11 you would not have the rage of brethren

judiciously selected, and will command the 
-upport of such Americans as have not al- 
rcadv Itcen led by their frecaoil proclivities to 
declare their preference for Lincoln." After 
this tribute to the strength of the ticket, the 
World says: 

The brightening prospects of the Hell cause in 
the South are calculated, on the other hand, to 
strengthen the newly consummated coalition.

Both the Douglas and the Bell men 
will take heart iu the South. The chances, as 
matters now look, are favorable to the sue< eft* ul 
lite Union tnket in a lar^e number of the South- 
ern States. If, then. New York can be carried 
Bgohut Lincoln, his name and ISell tire likely to 
go into the House as the two highest — Breeaiu- 
ridgje or Douglas being the tlutd. As a collate- 
ral retoult, the Senate would h*e« to elect l»e- 
tweeu Hamlin and Kverelt for Vice-President; j 
and in case the House should fail to choose a 
President. Mr. Kverelt would succeed to that 
othee. It is probable that the South, seeing tint 
eilhe Mr. Hull or Mr. Kverett must be President, 
would prefer to have tho contest derided by the 
House, and the otlice be given to Mr. Bell. As 
the Union party would have Ian President iu an> 
event, it would ,-eem fair that th* candidate who 
had been supported for it by the | ample, should 
have the othee. Besides, Mr. Bell a Soul hern 
man, and generally considered a belter practical 
statesman than Mr. Kverett. 

These are the opinions oj an laalenendcril 
paper which has a local bias toward Republi- 
canism, but has always treated the «|Uestion> at 
i>suc before the country with great fairness and 
moderation. Thev show that if New York ran 
be carried against Lincoln, the success of Bel! 
and Kverett is assured. Now iu our opinion 
nothing cam prevent this consummation but the 
running of a Breckinridge ticket in New 
York. We want all the old Whig vote, a'j 
the conservative American vote, and the aid of 
some of the Democrats who arc not tainted 
with Krecsoil to secure it. Bnt Mr. Buchanan 
and his ofiiceholders persist iu running a 
Breckinridge ticket, when it is clear that every 
vote given to it is in reality a vote for Lincoln. 
Why did Senator Seward, in his Boston s|*ccch, 
boast of quadrupling iu New York the prom- 
ised twenty to twenty-live thousand Renuplt- 
1 an majority in Maine, but that as we |xpecf 
in partisan warfare he sees that the Seecssion- 
i^s arc determined to aid the election of Lin- 
coln in order to keep agitation alive and olfvr 
an excuse for their schemes of treason? 

There is one other point to he considered in 
this couneclion. The New York Times ha- 
had a very intelligent letter- writer follow ing 
air. Douglas in his New Kngland tour, and 
this corres|ntndeut's views as to the course of 
Mr. Douglus are interesting and important, 
lie seems to concede the election of Lincoln, 
and affirms that Mr. Douglas will after that 
event head the opposition to the disunion 
movement of the South. Why defer that op- 
position until the Republicans have secured 
the government? Why scotch the snake when 
we can kill il? There will he no disunion 
movement in the South if Bell and Kverett 
arc elected, but it will be to the interest of the 
Southern Democracy to keep the sectional 
questions constantly agitated, in the hope to 
have the besetti of the reaction in 18tt should 
Lincoln Ik; elected. All these things plead 
eloquently to the South and to the conserva- 
tive North in favor of union upon the best 
basis to defeat the hopes of the Republicans, 
and prevent the election of Lincoln by the 
sectional vote of the North.

Letter from Mr. Bullitt 

LoVi-mLt, August 20. I»XX 
Messrs. Uaryty. Hcgbes a Co.: 

GtnOem n: I take Ihe following extract 
from a leiier of lion. James B. Clay, in the 
Courier of the 17th inst . Written in reply 
to an editorial which appeared in the Jour- 
nal of the 1 4i h inst., concerning a conrer- 
j saiion between Mr. Clay aud myself at the 
I Gall House a short time since said: 

*-I asked Mr Bullitt how it came thai he 
and Mr. John V. Brown had come from 
' Lebanon and slated in Louisville that I had 
| failed at the former place to answer a ques- 
tion addressed to me. The question wa«, 
'What would you do if Congress should fail 
to gire you protection for what you believe 
to h© your constitutional right V I told him 
that I thought I had fully answered (he 
question at Lebanon; that 1 had said there, 
that (he Supreme Court had dec! led that I 
hail the right lo hold and to enjoy my slave 
property in Ihe territory belonging to the 
United Slates, and that neither Congress ] 
nor a Terrilorlal Legislature oould deprive 
me of or impair this right in me; that Con- 
gress had said in 1800 thOt ii would legislate 
no more upon this subject, but had referred 
me to its Co ordinate branches of the Govern- 
ment, the Supreme Court and lie Kxecmive, 
for protection; that if in the Terriiory my 
constitutional right should be invaded or ioi 
paired, I did not think I ought, in the firs' 
place, to go back lo Congress, but that I 
ought to do as it had told me to do. appeal 
to (he Supreme Court, and then to the Fx 
ecutive; and if I could get no redress from 
either ot them, 1 could then, with good I ice, 
go back lo Congress and ask it lo pass such 
laws as would protect me in my constitu- 
tional rights. This was my answer al 
Lebanon. Mr. Itullitt, in that piivate con- 
versation, did not think I had fully answer- 
ed the question, but pressed it further. 
" Wk&tf* xaid he, "u-tiultl t/ou do if r/ou had 
been to the Supreme Court, if t/ou had been to 
the Execntile, and had then '/one back to Con- 
gress, and could obtain f rom none of thett three 
branches of the government jiroteetion for your 
constitutional rijykUf* I replied that in my 
judgment it would be well to wait until that 
evil day came before answering euch ques- 
tion: but, if he wished to know what would 
be my course if ever it should come, / 
n-ould appeal from th it Congress to the people 
— /would nxklhrm to turn uut nucha Congrrs* 
and elect men who would gire ms adet/nate pro 
tection to my constitutional rights; that 1 believed 
that Governments trerc instituted for the 
purpose of proterting fheur cttiten* m thnr right* ; 
and that, for steeh protection, the afuen owed 
his allegiance to th' Government But Mr Bul- 
litt was nt»t satisfied even with this answer. 
He pres-ed ihe question still further 
pose," said he, *'lhat even after appealing 
to the people, t/ou could not obtain protection 
to your constitutional right, what, then, would 
i/nado /*' I replied that, »/ the people, carried 
away by fanatical. Abolition snntiment, should 
refuse, through their Representatives in Congrrxs 
to give to me my constitutional rights — declared 
to be my rights by the Supreme Court — / xhonld 
think such a Government, »o unequal and .so un- 
just, was no lonyer n orth living undrr. This is 
exactly what I said in the private conversa- 
tion so garbled by ihe Louisville Journal. I 
appeal to Mr Joshua F. Bullitt to come out 
and say if what 1 have detailed is not the 
exact truth: and 1. moreover, ask it of his 
fairness to say whether he dnl not then 
agree wilh uie (the distinct question being 
then put lo him), and what fault he has uow 
to find with the doctrine I have above set 
forth." 

It will be perceived that Mr. Clay here 
calls upon me lo come out aud say, First, 
Whether he has not detailed the exact truth; 
Second, Whether I did not then agree with 
him; Third, What fault 1 have now to lind 
wiih the doctrine above set forth by him. 

Although it waa agreed between Mr. Clay 
and myself that ei her might use, publicly 
or privately, anything s*id by the other 
in our conversation, 1 did not intend to 
make any public use of his rcmaiks except 
in his presence, and regretted to see (he 
article in the Journal which evoked Mr. 
Clay's letter. But as the matter has found 
its way into (he papers, justice to Mr. Clay 
and myself seems to require that 1 shall 
answer his two first questions, and whilst 
I am about it I propose (a make some reply 
to his (bird question also. I should have 
answered earlier but for other engagements 
aud absence from home. 

To Mr. Clay's first question I have lo say 
that my recollection differs from his con- 
cerning several particulars, (hough possibly 
they may not be deemed important. 

1. According to my recoiled ton, Mr. Clay 
did not ask me bow it came that Mr. Brown 
and I had come from Lebanon, and Mated 
in Louisville that he (Clay) had failed at the 
former place to answer a question propound- 
ed to bim; but Mr. (Hay commenced the 
conversation by remarking, that he wis 
surprised to learn thai Mr. Brown had rep- 
resented hiin as having fniled to answer the 
question prnpouided by Mr. Brown at Leb- 
anon, to which I rcp'ied (hat I agreed wiih 
dr Brown in the belief that be had not 
answered It, and (hat I, as well as Mr. 
Brown, had so represented. 

'J. According to my recollection, Mr. Clay 
said nothing to rae about appealing lo the 
people if Congress should refuse t o gram pro- 
tection, nor did 1 ask him what he would do if 
he should fail lo get protection even afier 
appealing to ihe people. If Mr. Clay had 
taken (hat position, I (hink it would not 
have escaped my attention, because I had 
beard that that was Gov. Powell's position, 
and it struck me at ihe lime, though I did 
not comment upon i(. (hit Gov. Powell and 
Mr. Clay occupied different positions. Mr. 
Clay may have intended to lake that posi 
lion, and 1 doubt not that he thinks he did, 
bit' I am confident that he is mistaken. 

I« 1 understood Mr. Clay to say distinctly, 
that if the demand for protection should be 
properly made and denied by Congress, he 
would be for a dissolution of the Union. 

In other respects, his statement of what 
passed between us is, I think, substantially 
correct. 

To his second question, I have lo ^ay that 
I certainly did not agree with him in the 
opinion that the Fnion ought ;.. !»■• .U-s -dvi- 1 
if Congress should refuse to protect slavery 
in Territories where (he people do not want 
it, nor iu the opinion that the honor ( f the 
South requires us to insist on such protec- 
tion, nor in the opinion that it is the duly 
of Congress to grant such protection, nor 
even in the opinion thai, according to the 
doctrines of the Dred Scott dectsiuL, Con- 
gress has power tn grant such protection. 
From his views on all these points 1 dis 
tincily dissented. In answer, however, to 
questions put by him, I said that 1 agreed 
with him that the South ought not to remain 
in the Union at ihe expense of her houor, 
and that for the South to submit to a depri- 
vation of her constitutional rights by the 
North would be dishonor; and it is upon 
this, I presume, that he bases bis question 
as to my having agreed with b:m. But not 
only did 1 dissent from his viewa as above 
stated^ut I also said thai, though submis- 
sion (o a deprivation of our cotLStitutiousd 
rights would be dishonor, I ogre<d wilh 
Henry Clay ihat upon doubtful questions 
mu'ual concessions and compromises might 



de-red by the people any more than the right 
of property - a reserTed light which has, I 
believe, been generally regarded in this 
country as not subordinate to the right of 
properly; aright which is as dear lo the 
people, and as much beyond the poWer of 
Congress, as the right of property. 

I object to Mr. Claj's doctrine because I 
concur in the opinion expressed by M«jor 
Breckinridge in his speech at Frankfort last 
December ihat interference by Vongress 44 in 
any form with this question in the Territories, 
so far has been only productive of evil to ux, 
j and it would portend only evil tn the future." 
It is generally admitted by Mr. Clay's 
party that Congress never will intervene to 
| maintain slavery in Territories where the ' 
| people do not want it. Msjor Breckinridge, 

in Ins Frankfort speech laat December, ex- ) 
1 pressed the belief (hat, even if Congress | 
should intervene, it cannot plant slavery in 
any Tenitory against (he wishes of the 
inhabitants. The protectionists in the 
Senate recently voted that do protection 
is now needed; and Major Breckinridge, in 
his Frankfort speech, the Kentucky Demo- 
cracy in Convention last January, and Mr 
Clay, in the letter to which 1 am replying, 
all expressed the belief (hat the Courts can* 
and will give sufficient protection without 
additional legislation. Iu tieW of these 
fads and admissions, I object lo Mr. Clay's 
doctrine, because it has been used, and is 
now being used by bim and hi c friends to 
disrupt and destroy (he Democratic porty 
upon an issue which they admit is unneces- 
sary and imma(erial le the South. 

1 object to Mr. Clay's doctrine because it 
is contrary to Ihe platform on which the 
national Democratic parly stand now, and 
have s'ood during ihe last ten years. 

I object to it because it is a Southern sec- 
tional doctrine, which no party in (he North 
can be induced (o support, and which, if 
insisted on by the South, must result in 
•Jividing the Northern and Southern people 
into two sectional parties — a divi-ion which 
ihe wise men of (he country have for jear* 
believid must result in a separation of the 
States. 

1 objcc( to it because, whilst it appeals lo 
Southern honor lo insist upon Southern 
rights, it calls upon the people of iheSouin 
to violate their plighted faith. Men tf all 
parties in Ihe South stand pledged by ihe 
compromise of lHoO, hy ihe Kansas-Nebraa- 
ka bill, by the Democratic and Whig plat- 
forms of IH.VJ, and by ihe Democratic and 
American platforms of 185G to leave the 
Territori il Legislatures free lo act upon the 
slavery question as they please, subject only 
to (he Constitution as otNMtr ied by ti e 
Courts. Mr. Clay, however, in bis rt cent 
speech at Ktizabethtown, which I find re 
pone 1 in ihe Courier of the IHih inst., 
contends that the principle established by 
those mrasurs was, that (he people of (he 
Territories might act upon (his qucsiion 
upon forming a State Constitution, and not 
before; in other words, (hal the non-imer- 
ventiou established by (hose measures was 
non-intervention by ihe people of the 
Territories I To prove this position, he 
says : 

"ile (Judge Douglas) has always declared 
that the Kansas bill wis not intended to 
assert any new docirine, but only to carry 
out the principle established iu I8o0. * * * 
Now, fellow citizens, let us see what was 
the construction placed upon this doctrine 
of uou-interveniion, this compromise of 
18-30, by those who were cotemporary with 
the act — those who established the principle . 

"The resolutions of 1890 were reported hy 
the celebrated commiitco of thirteen — six 
from the North, six from the South and Mr. 
Clay, the chairman. * * * This com- 
mittee, on bringing in the resolutions, made 
a report, in which they set forth what ihey 
mcaui. In that report 1 find the following 
language: 'U U high time thit the wounds 
which it (the slavery question) has ii> tlict ed 
should be hcsle I up and closed; and to 
avoid, in all future time, ihe agitation which 
must be produced by the conflict of opinion 
on the slavery question— existing as this 
institution decs in some of ihe Stales and 
prohibited in others — the true principle which 
ought to regulate the aslion of Congress in 
forming Territorial governments for each 
newly acquired domain, is to refrain from 
all Ugislation on ihe subject in the Terri- 
tory acquired, so long as it retains the 
Territorial form of government, leaving it to 
the pfple of such Territory, when they have 
attained to a condition which entitles them to 
admission as a Stat', to decide for themselves 
the 'fucation of the allowance or prohibition nt 
d '/ 1 attic slavery That was the opinion on 
the subject, of Ihe committee of thirteen. 

' * * The true construction of the 
doctrine of non-intervention was well under- 
etood by all; asserted by the cammittee of 
thirteen; upheld by the speeches of Web 
ster and Dickinson, irom which I hive 
quoted. Judge Douglas was ihere in the 
Senate: heard this report aud these 
speeches — voted for and agreed lo ihc reso- 
lutions which they explained." 

It i9 true ihat t lie committee of thirteen 
reported an arueudment to the territor al 
bills (for New Mexico and Utah) forbidding 
the Territorial Legislatures from legi-lating 
in any manner "in respect to African sla- 
very," and that Henry Clay as Chairman 
of that Committee, read a report recommend- 
ing the adoption of that amendment. But 
(he Congressional reoordi exhibit several 
important fads, ihe existence of which no 
one would suspect from readiogJ. B. Clay's 
Eiizabetbtown speech. 

1 Henry Clay, on Ihe lL'ih of May, in 
his first speech upon lh:it report, after re- 
ferring to ihe amendment just mentioned,

If Kansas 
does not in the meantime become a State, 
she will be the slowest Territory that we 
have had in the Union. If Mr. Clay nnd 
his party arc in earnest, I think they ought 
at least to let the slaveholder make his 
demand fur prolection Irom Congress, with- 
out putting him through a preliminary 
probation of vexatious formalities atid.'tbsurd 
ceremonies, towrhich n> man will submit, 
and which, if submitted lo, must delay his 
demand until the Territory shall have be 
come a State, and thus placed itself, as all 
admit, beyond the nach of Congressional 
power. 

I, also, object to Mr. Clay's doctrine, be- 
cause, according to it, if Kansas should 
remain iu a Territorial condition during all 
(he taw's delay, ahd ihe pa<riolic citi/.iu, 
who went there lo Use his slaves, should go 
to Congress wiih rtcords and certificates 
proving that he has lost his slaves, as he 
expected he would, and can't recover tl.cin, 
as he expected be couldn't, aud Congress 
should refuse him any remedy; then, after 
having spent half bis life aud fortune in 
appealing to the Courts, the President, and 
Congress, he mu*>t spend the residue in 
appealing to the people of the Cnited States 
to do what every body knows they won't do;

Again, I object to Mr. Clay's doctrine, 
because, accordiug to it, if the people should 
tail — as they certainly will fail — to elect 
such a CengresB, theu the hapless citizen, 
ad a last resort, must deliberately conclude 
that "such a government, so unequal and 
uujusi, is no longer worth living under,'' 
consequently must leave the country or 
commit suicide. 1 take it for granted thai 
ibis is Mr. Clay's meaning, because when 
he said at Llizubethtown, in public deba'.e, 
that such a government would be no louger 
worth living under, and was asked by Mr 
Brown whether be did not mean thereby 
that the Union ought to be dissolved, he 
said no. I see no alternative for the advo

Crops in Masters Ohio.— During the last 
ten days I have l»een through a large portion of 
Noble, Morgan, Guernsey, Muskingum, Licking 
and Coahoctnn counties, and everywhere ihe 
farmers were rejoicing at the prospect of their 
good crops. Wheat was cut and in stacks or 
in barns, while moot all were yet busy gathering 
the oat and hay harvest. Wheat better thau for 
the |.i«t five years, though there was not the same 
amount of ground sown last fall that there gener- 
ally is, on account of former failures of the crop, 
which had discourage*! the farmers so much, ami 
some sowed not any, Oats was never better, | 
both in grain, weight, and vield, and bid fair to I 
reach the old priec of fifteen cents per bushel, al 
which price they are an unprofitable crop, or at least 
I should prefer the land in piature. I he crop of 
corn bids fair to eclipse anything of the kind we 
ever had, !>otb on the hills and in valleys. That 
on the limeaione hilL and Imttoins rather sur- 
passes that on the Muskingum and Lickin bot- 
tom; the stock being larger and capable of hold- 
ing the immense earsof corn projecting from th«-in 
»n every side. The linest I have seen was on the 
limestone bottom about Cuinbeiland, Guernsey 
county. 

The hay crop is truly immense, well gathered 
in, and it will certainlv be the fault of their own- 
ers, if any stock suffer' for food this- winter. 

Ohio Farmer. 

Crops in Indiana.— The drouth, to which we j 
have alluded Keverul times, is becoming a serious 
matter. Not only are the Southwestern counties, 
heretofore mentioned, suffering, but the whole 
central and Southern portion of the State has 
been more or less affected, and. notwithstanding 
a timely shower or two, is still far from the 
healthy dampness neceaaarv to bring the corn 
safely out. From all we eon learn by our ex- 
changes and by private advice*, corn on the up- 
lands is already considerably and irreparably dam- 
aged, Iboutrh "Imt torn" lands still hold out prom- 
isingly. Hem long the heat we are now enduring 
can Im» DOOM without drying the "bottoms" we 
trust we may have no occasion to ascertain. 
Without rain, abundant and general, it is certain 
ihat the crop of corn iu Indiana must he consid- 
erably shortened this year.

The Unlv was 
warm whon found by the man aliove named. .<_>u 
examination, the skull on the back part of her 
head had b^en crushed as if by a brick or (tone, 
and there was a small rope around her neck, 
used doubtless for the purpose nt strangulation. 
A negro man, about twenty-one vesrsof age, 
longing to l>. Curry, B*q., of Milford, lias besa 
Hrreatetl on suspici"iicf c >mmitting the deed, and 
ou Tn sad air afternoon John II. t anno i, tbe ac- 
cused, m.ide a confession. There i* among many, 
and paniculatly negroes, a belief that if a mur- 
derer places bin hands upon the corpse of his vie 
tim blood will htart forth. Some one casually 
mentioned to Cannon during the progress of the 
inqnot thai he would have to pi i« n hi* band upon 
thocorpse. This, as he was fully imlai<sl with 
the superstition, he refused to do, and finally beg- 
ged the gentleman who bad him iu iharge to pre- 
vent them from making him go through with the 
ceremony, and he would tell all about it, as he 
said ho "could never bearlo have the blood living 
over him." 

He then slated to the jury that he had seen the 
two girls pass along, and knew BflsB Griffith 
would have to go bsca along the by-road, so ho 
went down among the bushes and pretended to be 
blackberry ing. When the girl came along he had 
provided himself with a club al>out three feet 
long and an inch thick. As she parsed him he 
struck her the blow which made the cut upon the 
hack of her head, and resulted in her death. As 
she did not fall he caught her by the arm and 
throat and threw her down, and was attempting 
to ravish her, when he found she was dead, lie 
then became frightened at what he had done, and 
drmgged her to the ditch, tied a Mring round her 
necK, threw her in, and made oft'. 

As soow as the bufiness of the tnonast was fin- 
ished, Mr. Haker prepared to take the prisoner to 
Georgetown, hut iue fact of his confession having 
become known, the p*ople assembled were in no 
disposition to let him go, sod began preparations 
for lynching him without ceremony, unu the offi- 
cer was compelled to use stratagem to get the fel- 
low away. At St. Johnstown a crowd of excited 
people were assembled, and another attempt was 
made to get the prisoner out of the officer's hands, 
but by running his horse he succeeded in getting 
away.

Kev. Thomas Starr King writer to tl e Boston 
Transcript a delicious description < f a drive 
around the bay of San Francis o, from wbich we 
quote: 

Marly in May in Now F.ngland people hunt for 
flowers. A bunch of violets, or a sprig or two of 
brilliant color intermixed with green, is a suffi- 
cient trophy of a tramp that chills you, dumps 
xour feet, and |»os*ihly leaves the seed of con- 
sumption. Here they have dowers in May. not 
shy, hut rampant, as if nothing elsy bad the right 
lo be— (lowers by the acre, dowers by the square 
mile, (lowers as the visible carpet of an immense 
mountain wall. You can gather them in dumps, 
a do/eu varieties al one pull. You can Jill a 
bu-diel basket in live minutes. You Can reap them 
into mound*. And the colors are as churning as 
the numbers are profuse. Yellow, purple, violet, 
pink, and pied, are spread around you, now in sep- 
arate level masse.-, now two or i lueo mnihfncd in 
a sw elling-knoll, now intermixed in gorgeous con- 
tusion. Imagine yourself looking across a hun- 
dred acres of wild nuadow, stretching to the base 
of hills nearly two thousand feet high — the whole 
expinso swarming with little straw-colored, wild 
funflowers, orange poppies, squadrons of purple 
liniHltisa battalions of pink — and theu tlie moun- 
tain, unbroken by a tree or a rock, g It- wing wftfa 
Iho investiture of all these hues, softened and 
kneaded by distance. ThU is what 1 saw on the 
toad lo San Mateo. The orange and purple seem- 
*'d tu predominate in the mountain robe. But on 
the tower slopes, uud reaching midway its height, 
was a strantre sprinkling of blue, gathered here 
aud there into iuten.-er htrijies, and running now 
and then into sharp points, as if over the gem r.il 
basis uf purple, orange, and yellow, (here had 
fallen a violet snow, win h lay tenderly around 
the base, but in a tow places on the side fiad been 
Mown into drifts and points. 

The wild DOPpj of California, in May, is the 
most fuscinaiing of all the ft >wers. Ii does not 
have a striped or spotty leaf, but is stained with 
a.color which is a compromise between a tea-rose 
and un orange, ami is as dellcitoly flushed and 
graduated in hue as a perfect rose. I never lire 
in Btudytba their color in musses or singlv. 
While driving to San Mateo, we came ti|(on lit- 
tlo clumps of them, springing out of the rocks on 
the edge of the road that overhangs the bay, and 
their vivid orange, upheld on g-aceful stems, and 

enntfantad with the gray of the stone* and the 
blue of tlie bay, gavo me a Jo* which eomes up 
as fresh while I ^ rite as when I saw it tirst. 

And yet the old Californians, " forty-ninecrs, '" 
sigh wlieu you speak in praise of the Mav-luxu- 
anUMO around the Bay. They say that the gl* rv 
U over now. *' Ichahod ' is written on the land- 
scape. They drove over the same districts when 
there were no roads, or ranches, or fences, be- 
tween San Krancisco and San Jose, aud when the 
horses wallowed and galloped through an ocean 
of floral splendor.
